eAs concerning the Oath of Office, Ju- 
ſpices of Peace were at firf® enjoyned to 
take it, by the Statute of 13. R. 2. 7. 
which Statute you may hereafter { in 
Title Juſtices of Peace , Clanſe 16. 
end afterwards by the Statutes of 1, E- 
liz.1. 4nd 7. fac. 6. they were alſo or= 
dained to take the Oathes of Supremacie 
and Obedience, which Oathes you (ball 
alſo hereafter finde in Title Recuſants, 8, 
and 88. The Oath of Office is this that 
followes, 

Yee ſhall ſweare > That as 7uftice 
of the Peace in the County of B. in all 
articles in. the Kings Commiſſion ro- 
you direQed, yee ſhall doe equall righe 
ro the poore and to the rich, after 
your cunning, wit , and power , and 
after the lawes and cuſtomes of the 
Realm, 
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Realme , and fatutes thereof made 
And yee ſhall-nor be of counſell © 
any quarrel! hanging before you: And 
that yee hold your Setfions after the 
forme of Statutes thereof made : And 
the iſſues, fines and amerciaments that 


| ſhall happen to be made, and all for- 


feitures which ſhall fall before yon, 
yee ſhall cauſe to be entred without 
any concealment or imbezzelling, and 
truely ſend them to the Kings Exche+ 
grer. Yee (hall not let, for gift or 0- 
ther cauſe , but well and truely you 
hall doe your Office of F#tice of the 
Peace in that behalfe': And that you 
rake nothing for your Office of 7#«ſtice 
of the Peace to be done, but of the 
King , and fees accuſtomed, and cofis 
limited by the Statute : And yee ſhall 
not direct or cauſe to be directed any 
Warrant (by you to be made) to the 
parties; bur ye ſhall dire& them to the 
Bailiffes of the ſaid County, or other the 
Kings Officers (or miniſters) or other 
indifferent. perſons to doe execution 
thereof. So help yon God. 
La#tly , for concluſion of this Preface, 
1 conceive it uot impertinent to annex there. 
unto 
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wnto the ſubſtance of two Statutes , neceſſary 

to be knowne by every Inftice of Peace before 
he enters upon his Office; the fiſt is 2. H. 5. 
Stat. 2.Cap. 1. which provides, That Ju- 
ſttces of Peace ſhall be made of the 
moſt ſufficient perſons dwelling within 
the Counties, by the advice of the 
Chancellour, and of the Kings Counſell; 
and that .no forraine dweller ſhall ex. 
erciſe ſuch Office, except Lords, Ju- 
tices of Aſſiſe, and chiefe Stewards of 
the lands and Seigniories belonging to 
the Duchie of Lancaſter. eAnd concer- 
ning their reſidence in the Country, ſee more 
hereafter in Title Juſtices of Peace, 20. 
The other Statute 1s 4. H. 7. cap- 12. 
whereby the King commandeth all Juſtices 
of Peace diligently to exerciſe their Of- 
tice; tothe end, that his people by that 
meanes living in peace, and enjoying 
their owne, husbandry may flouriſh. 
Hee alſo chargeth all, both poore and 
rich, that ſhall ſuffer any grievance 
from others ( wherein a Juſtice of 
Peace may intermeddle ) that they 
forthwith make complaint thereof ro 
the next Juſtice of Peace, and having 
"no remedie there, ro the Juſtices of 
Aſie, 
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Aſfſiſe, if it be not long before theirco- 
ming into that Country ; bur if it be, 
then to the Chaneellonr for the time 

ing, and then the Kipg will ſend for
